Policy of the AdmlnlsS ration.Appointment*
In this City,

Prodigious efl'jrta have been made by certain
portious of the democratic party, to produce a

change in the custom-house and other government
offices in this city, and it lias been bruited about
for many days, that buch and such changes have
taken [ lace- According to the best accounts no.
thing whatever has been determined, and from all
uppearances, it is not at all likely that the Collector
will be removed. The whole matter, however,
presents a very curious and interesting subject of
examination and inquiry, not only aa it concerns
tho>e who fill the officea and those who want
them, but in a more especial manner aB connected
with the general movements and policy of the ad¬
ministration. This very question of the New York
appointments, may enable us to form a tolerably
correct opinion as to the Buccesa of Mr. Polk's ad¬
ministration itself.
Since Mr. Polk was elected, he has discovered

bjth by professed principles of action and by his
conduct, that he meant to introduce a new era in
political allairs in this country. The first important
movement of the new President was the selection
of his Cabinet. In making that selection, he lopped
cH'the heads of the great leaders of the democratic
party, by overlooking them entirely, and made
up a Cabinet of men who had never occupied the
position of extraordinary leaders or ever supposed
to havo wielded great influence beyond that of
Foms personal friendships wh;ch they had formed
in (he various States. Cass, Calhoun, Van Buren,
Benton, and all their chief satellites were thus al¬
together set aside. The next movement of the
President was that in relation to some of the very
particular friends of Gen. Jackson.who were placed
in office by him and constituted what was called
the " old Kitchen Cabinet." At one fell swoop Mr.
Polk annihilated the influence of that cliqiie, by re¬
moving its heads in Washington from office at the
very time when they were in full and close com¬
munion with General Jackson himself. Thu» we
saw Wm. B. Liywis.who since his removal has
published letters for the purpose of showing that he
enjoyed the active confidence and friendship of
General Jackson,.Dr. Jones, and others, removed
without the slightest compunction on the part of
Mr. Polk. This was a most significant movement.
It at once discovered that Mr. Polk meant to break
up and destroy all the old cliquet and factions that
have fattened on the democratic party in past years,
and which sought to seek its life-blood from the
present administration.

Another decided and significant movement of
Mr. Polk has been the revolution in the newspa¬
pers at Washington. The retirement of Blair &
itives and the substitution of Ritchie le Heiss have
been the work of Mr. Polk himself. Hisenergy and
deteimination-his fixed resolve to conduct his admi¬
nistration on perfectly independent principles, have
been the causes of this movement. It shows in
the moat intelligible manner that Mr. Polk ia de¬
termined to reconstruct entirely the old machinery
of the party and to revolutionize its action, con¬

trolling and directing it in a mode altogether difle-
f erent from that adopted under the Jackson and
Van Buren administrations.
On looking at these acts ol Mr. Polk, and after

investigating the causes and the principles which
are thus discovered as governing his actions, we
begin to doubt very much whether any number of
committees or office-begging cliques from this city,
who are now in Washington, will succeed in per¬
suading the President and his Cabinet to do their
bidding in relation to the Custom House and other
etficcs here. The old hunkercfc/uM here have been
all along proceeding on the supposition that the
same influences were at work in Washington that
swayed the movements during the administration
of Jackson and Van Buren, and bo they have beem
seeking removals and appointments on the old plan
organized by the defunct Kitchen Cabinet. But
every intelligent man sees that the whole course
and policy of the President, thus far, is in direct op¬
position to these cliques and to this mode of action.
It is not very likely that Mr. Polk will stultify
himself.that he will build up with one hand and
pull down with the other.by restoring a rapacious
and scheming clique in the metropolis of the
country. The great mass of independent and
honest men throughout the Unioa, sustain Mr.
Polk thus far in hia bold, determined and effectual
opposition to the old corrupt and lutriguing cliques.
It is veqr doubtful therefore whether any of these
cliques will be able to succeed by any importunity,
or diiy committee, or any endorsements, or any
representations, in inducing the President to make
the changes which they desire. The same sagacity
and firmness which enabled Mr. Polk to annihilate
the old Kitchen Cabinet, and to revolutionize the
press at Washington, will probably enable him to
refuse the demands of wandering cliques from New
York and elsewhere.

The New Post Office System and Cave John¬
son..We gave exclusively yesterday in our Wash¬
ington correspondence, a synopsis of the instruc¬
tions to be issued by the Postmaster General to
the Deputy Postmasters throughout the nion in
July next, when the new post office system will go
into operation. These instructions present a num¬
ber of points very important to the public ai large,
and very necessary to be studied by all connected
with the department. We are, indeed, encour¬
aged to believe, that Cave Johnson will make a
very good Postmaster General, better than we had
hitherto any reason to expeet, so that we begin to
think pr»tty tolerably well of him. Amongst other
instructions t« deputies, we find one which Mr.
Johnson gives relative to the transmission of mo¬

ney for newspaper subscriptions, which is one of
the best, most comprehensive, and most liberal,
that we have yet Been. It is as follows:.

11 Money for newspaper subscriptions not exceeding $10
in e«eh ca«e. any be paid to a roftmaiter for the purpoie
of being paid to the publisher of a oewipaper at any ether
otflr* Tlia Postmaster la, in inch caaa, to give to the
person paying the raeney, a ncelpt therelor, and to ad¬
vise forthwith the Postmaster, wuo ii to pay said amount
of ouch deposit. Upin presentation ef this receipt, the
amount is to be paid over. The Postmaster receiving the
amount >s to debit himself therewith in hi* account, and
thi; Postmaster paying that amount ia to credit himself
therewith in his account ol contingent expenses."
This arrangement in simple, liberal, and equitable,
and will prove in us practical operation, very ac¬
ceptable and advantageous to newspaper proprietors.
There is one point, however, in connection

with the new post office system, that is surrounded
by some difficulty. We allude to the difficulty
with the Now England and New York contractors
now at Washington in great numbers. A good
deal of information has been given to our readers
on this subject by our Washington correspondent,
but we very much fear that these difficulties will
increase instead of diminish. The post office con¬
tractors, north and east, a numerous body, insist
that they should be protected aga'nst all sacrifice
of property, should the coutracts not be renewed,
and this will occasion much trouble until Congress
meets and adopts some method of conciliation.
We shall wait for a few days and see the result of
their present movements at Washington.

The New Corporation held another caucus
last evening- Considerable progress was made in

the division of the members into opposing cliques,
and the ferocity with which they are prepared to
contend for the spoils, was displayed with incraised
vigor. The cliques are now hard at work manu
factunng candidates for the government offices,
the Corporation flefeh-pols being confessedly alto¬
gether inadequate to satisfy the ntvenous appetite*
of the innumerable beggars. No one has bsen yet
wre!t enough even to hint at the propriety of satis,
fying the public by any effort for the attainment
of city reform.

Ritchie,which will take the place of the Globe.we oughtto have stated that the latter will be conducted as hereto¬fore until the arrival of the new editor, which will be
some time early in May. In the interim, however, we
must be looked upon somewhat in the light of a deputy.Fortunately, there is nothing oi moment at this time to
call into requisition the energy ot the organ of democra¬
cy at Washington. The salutary principles ef the inau¬
gural address presented an impregnable work to tho fed
eral batteries which they would not venture to assail,andia this way a sort of truce exists between parties at this
point, which fsvors the uew attitude in which we are
placed. Until Mr. Ritchie relieves us, we shsll look
abroad for such articles as shall appear most likely to
amuse and gratify the readers of the paper.

In sevaral points of view the extracts whtcn we
have just given are interesting and instructive.
First, it is not a little amusing to see Blair and
Rives quietly confessing, in their valedictory ad
<1 re SB, the truth of everything which hag been
urged against them. Thcit servility to a faction.
their utter want of manly independence.their
violence, intemperance and Tolly, are all admit¬
ted. And what an "acknowledgment is that
which the late conductors of the Olobt make
when they represent that journal as having
been created by the "will of General Jackson!"
created by the "will" of one President.sustained
l»y the "will" of another.and now annihilated by
the "will" of a third! How can it be imagined
for a moment that journalism, thu9 created and
thus controlled, can sway the impulses or direct
the sentiments of a nation ? But such ever ha*
been, and such ever must be, the "organ" of an
administration at Washington.the mere tool, the
supple and weak tool of a section of a party. The
valedictory does, indeed, tell the truthwhen it say*
that the Globe " had its origin in the will of Gen¬
eral Jackson." It was broaght into the field ioi
the purpose of killing «fT Dofl Green, who had at
tempted to control the movements of "old Hicko¬
ry," which it did ; and now it is killed oil in its
urn by old Father Ititch;e, and is turned out upon
the common with as little ceremony as the broken
down hack, unable any longer to seTve the will oi
i s master.

Her propeller will, uer-
haps, be after the plan of the Edith'*, which, it will be
recollected, could be raised out of the water when ahe
was under canvas*. She will ba a full rigged ahip. Her
topmaita, like thoie of the Bditb, will be Added abaft the
head* of the lowermost*, so that they can be housed with¬
out interfering with the lower yards; and ihe will also
set doable topsail*, that is, one on the head of the lower-
meat, named the lower top*ail, and another on the topmast
named (he upper topsail.
Thia ve**tl will be built and fitted out agreeably to the

detign* and undsr the immediate supervision of R- B.
Forbes, Esq., a gentleman who has made more innova¬
tions on the received notions of ship builder* and rigger*
than any other man in the Vnited State*. Heretofore he
has been extremely fortunate in all his undertakings and
will doubtlea* be so in the present case.
The trade in whieh thia snip will be engaged ha* been

the theme of some speculation Same aay that the i* in¬
tended lor the China trade, bat we believe that aha will
form the pioner of a line of ateamera, between aome port
in the United State* and Liverpool. Her capacioua poop
will oontain two splendid cabina, and a large number of
atate rooms fir passenger*. Certainly the travel between
the United Statea and China, at present, ia not to exten-
aive aa to require auch accommodations. We may, there
fore, gutti that ahe will be employed to earry the Ameri¬
can mailt to Europo, and in the event of war, be turned
over to the government. For the purpote of war, she
could bo easily adapted. Her between flacks ara aix feet
three inchea high, the proper height, and would make an
excellent gun-aeck ; the poop and topgallant forecaatle
offer no material obataclea to carrying gun* on the upper
deck, and, above all, her maohinerv Will be entirely be¬
yond the reach of shot We hazard nothing by prediot-
ing that aha will be the moat beautifully modelled ateam
vessel belonging to the Union, and that in her equipments
more originality and ingenuity will be displayed than has
been witnessed in this vicinity for many years.

It thus appears that wit are to have a line of
American mail ateamera to run between thia port
nnd Liverpool. The steam ship now building in
Boston will be the pioneer to a line not only to

England, but to France, to the West Indies, and,
as the trade with the Celestials increases, to China.
The Boston capitalists having entered into the en¬

terprise with spirit, another impulse is given to
New York, such as has been much wanted and de¬
sired.
These new linos of ecean steamers are all to be

propelled by the submerged screw.
